When lm departed for the north

"Commander Peary found my sup- 


ply depot nt Anuatnk," Dr. Cook snld, 
"nnd the Usklmon In clmrgo (old him 
thnt I wan dead, which they fully' be- 
lieved to. be true nt tho time. Ponry 
placed two m«n In charge nf tbo do- 
pot. Dontswaln Murphy nnd nnother.
